HOT INSIDES 


OF VOLCANO 


'i he ' rip to the Volcano has become a 


] tie more interesting of late on account 
of rumored manifestation of lire about 
th's outlet of Infernal regions, presaging 
more magnificent things for the future. 
Nor are the rumors without foundation, 
although something may be taken from 
the most vivid efforts of the Imagination 
that have gone abroad. As Mr. Waldron, 
the proprietor of the Volcano House 
says, "I don't ,want exaggerated reports 
of the place to go out because they do 
more harm than good In the long run. 
I 


don't want people from Honolulu or from 
the Coast coming here with the idea In 
their heads that they are going to see 
several square miles of boiling hades, 
because they won't see It, and then they 
will go home and kick and the sound of 
theh- Sticking will not only reach 
the 


skies but divers portions of the earth in- 
habited by people who yearn to trip to 
Hawaii and iriight possibly satisfy the 
yearn, but for the kick aforementioned. 
In my opinion this crater is worth travel- 
ing some leagues, even on the KIpau, to 
see, and people who come here will think 
so too. If thej don't come here with 
visions of molten lakes in their nuts." 


A trip made by night to the prater 


proves that this Is the case. 
The pit of 
Kllauea Is in Itself a wonder showing the 
dead remains of past upheavals and its 
steaming fissures and central pit wrapped 
in elouds of smoke prove that in Itself It 
is far from dead. Near thia central part 
where the eruption of 1894 occurred, for 
about half a mile on the Kona and Kau 
side symptoms of a new outburst are dis- 
tinctly manifest In Intense heat and visi- 
ble fire which in the larger cracks is seen 
distinctly to approach the surface, the 
rocks being at a white heat nearly to the 
top. That there Is a lake of molten lava 
within a short distance of the surface 
there can be no doubt. Just as it stands 
the sight is one of great magnificence, 
although, as Mr. Waldron says of the 
outbreak itself no one can predict. 
It 


may come in a day, and it may never 
come, but as one dodges the big cracks 
and glowing rocks it seems as if the 
storm were not far off.—Hilo Tribune.

Two of the respondents in the suit of 


the Government to condemn land for 
use as a naval station at Pearl Har- I 
bor filed their answers in the United. 
States Court yesterday, setting up a 
claim for {200,000 each, and demanding 
a jury for the purpose of fixing the 
amount of compensation. 


The respondents answering yesterday 


were the Honolulu Plantation Company, 
which holds 400 acres on a 42-years' 
lease, and the Oahu Sugar Company, 
which has a lease of twenty years on 
lot acres, which, with railroad and oth- 
er improvements, is alleged to be worth 
one million dollars. 


The answers of both corporations are 


very simitar in detail, making a gen- 
eral admission of the facts relating to 
description and ownership, and deny- 
ing specifically the tenth paragraph, in 
which the Government alleges that the 
land It seeks to condemn is worth but 
(19,000. The answers are filed by Hatch 
& Sllllman and are nearly Identical In 
general outline. The Honolulu Planta- 
tion Company seta up In paragraph 10 
the following facts; 


•Kespondent denies the allegations 


contained in the tenth paragraph of 
said complaint, and says that the value 
of the said tracts and parcels of land 
sought to be condemned and acquired 
by the petitioner Is not truly or cor- 
rectly stated in said paragraph, and 
respondent says that It holds a lease- 
hold estate for a term of 
forty-two 


years from September I, 1898, In and to 
all that tract of land described in said 
petition as portion A, containing an 
area of 635 acres, that the rent of ita

special agent of the Treasury, J. H. 
Cuuunlngs, who has been In the city for 
the paat two month*, be adopted, there 
will be given to the custom house here 
a force more .In consonance with

•needs, and the men will be in every 
way better equipped for their work. 
The report of Special Agent Cummlngs 
went forward yesterday In the mail In 
the Zealandla. At the same time it is 
understood there was forwarded a re- 
port by Collector Stackable, in which 
practically the same recommendations 
are made. This coming together of the 
two men whose weight will be felt at 
th- Department indicates that there 
will'be many cnanges In the customs 
department before the end of the year. 


The service during the past year has 


not been what was hoped, as when the 
United States took over the customs 
house the special agents who came 
down to start the work on regular lines 
arranged for Its conduct on the basis 
of a balf-million-dollar office. When It 
is taken Into consideration that up to 
this time the collections have been at 
the rate of nearly »00,000 a month, the 
comments will change to admiration 
that BO much has been done, "in addi- 
tion \to this there have been more 
changes in the personnel of this office 
than In many of the larger offices of the 
country. This fact has been due in 
part and perhaps entirely to the fact 
that the pay of Governmental positions 
is materially below what It was under 
former conditions. ,

The Supreme Court yesterday handed 


down an opinion reversing the First 
Circuit Court In the case of William 
Blalsdell vs. I. R. Burns, Judge Gal- 
braith dissenting. 
Complainant and respondent were 


partnem In the Insurance business In 
this city until December, 1898, when tbe 
partnership was dissolved. The plain- 
tiff asks that defendant be compelled 
to make an accounting, to which be an- 
swers denying the existence of a part- 
nership. In the syllabus In the opin- 
ion written by Perry, assented In by 
Frear, It Is held: "Upon the evidence 
an agreement of partnership Is found 
to have been entered into by and be- 
tween the parties as alleged In the bill. 
The decree appealed from, dismissing 
the bill on the lack of proof of such 
partnership, is reversed and the case Is 
remanded for further proceedings." 


Judge .Galbralth in dissenting from 


the above opinion holds that the ques- 
tion being one of fact, and the testi- 
mony Irreconcilable, the Circuit Judge 
who beard the evidence was- the best 
judge of those facts. He further argues 
that the evidence showed that this de- 
fendant acted as principal In all trans- 
actions, that the plaintiff was only an 
agent, and he concludes with the state- 
ment, "It seems to me that the rela- 
tion between these parties was too un- 
certain .and unsubstantial for the court 
to dignify it by the name of partner- 
ship. The plaintiff's appeal ought to 
be dismissed and tbe decree of the 
trial Judge affirmed." 


THE 1,000-ACRE DECISION. 


Acting United States Attorney J. J. 


Dunne yesterday received a communi- 
cation from Judge Gear of the Circuit 
Court, calling his attention to tbe case 
of Atherton ver the Wahiawa Sugar 
Comp'aier. la which the thousand-acre 
clause'"oT the Organic Act is set up as 
a defense. Mr. Dunne is asked to take 
such action as he may see fit. When 
asked about the matter last evening 
the United States rAttorney stated that 
he. had not sufficiently considered the 
question to be able to outline his action. 
The case is set for this morning, but 
Mr. Dunne Is of the opinion that it will 
be continued, and In the meantime will 
study the questions presented.

Acting U. S. District Attorney. 


Dear Sir—In the case of Joseph B. 
Atherton vs. the Wahiawa Sugar Co.. 
Ltd., 
an action to remove a cloud upon 
title, the defendant corporation, In its 
answer, alleges that plaintiff holds tne 
land as trustee for the Walalua Agri- 
cultural Company, an Hawaiian cor- 
poration which already holds lands in 
the Hawaiian Islands in excess of 1,000 
acres, and that this acquisition by the; 
said Joseph B. Atherton as such trus-i 
tee, Was and is in contravention of! 
section 55 of the act to provide a gov- 
ernment for the Territory of Hawaii, 
to the effect that "No corporation shall 
own and hold real estate" In the Ha- 
waiian Islands In excess of 1,000 acres," 
and that, therefore, the plaintiff Is not 
entitled to proceed In equity against 
the defendant. There was an exception 
taken to this portion of the answer on 
the ground that the same was Imper- 
tinent,: which exception this court sus- 
tained because of the law not allow- 
ing anyone but 
the 
government • to 
make the objection that a. corporation 
has acquired and holds more than a 
thousand acres of land, as limited by 
the Organic Act. 
As. this matter was attempted to be 
set-up by the defendant BS a defense 
In this suit, and therefore may be eas- 
ily susceptible of proof, I deem It my 
duty to call your attention to this "'as 
a representative of the Unitea States 
government, for such action by your- 
self as you may deem proper under 
the circumstances. 
The trial of the case Is set for Sat- 
urday morning, August 8d. at 9:30 
o'clock.

Ricans imported to work on the iftan- 
tati6ns,;"was the subject of a little pri- 
vate 'investigating, .done on Maul re- 
cently, by Mr. F. J. Dutra, who was 
going.' over, the Island on a business 
trip: ... Mr. Dutra speaks the Spanish 
language, and thus was able to pursue 
his Investigations at length, and make 
them directly among the new people. 
Putting his conclusions in a nutshell 
there .-is much to be hoped _for from 
the. Porto Ricans, and under good con- 
ditions there will be shown a desire for 
advancement all through their ranks. 
In discussing the matter last evening 
Mr.- Dutra said: 


"i found the best conditions at Ha- 


makuapoko, where the Porto Ricans 
bless the day they were led to leave 
their qwii country and come to Hawaii. 
They Have .the kindliest words for the 
manager and for Mr. Baldwin. There 
have been provided at that station all 
the possible comforts, reading rooms, 
kindergarten and schools, and I found 
the people taking advantage of these, 
and', improving themselves in 
every 


way. Of course there are in every flock 
some. black sheep. The Porto Ricans 
know that some.. of these bad men 
came with them, especially in the first 
shipment. . These 
will, give to 
the 
islands a bad name; In fact, are now 
becoming tramps and beggars,

Honolulu physicians agree that tu- 


^erculosia is Increasing at a rapid rate 
among the people In the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands. The greatest spread of the dread 
llsease is among the natives, and the 
majority of physicians who were seen 
by an Advertiser reporter yesterday at- 
tributed it to the mode and manner of 
living of the natives, together with their 
changed conditions as brought about by 
advancing civilization. 
The records of 


the Board of Health show an ever to- 
creasing percentage of deaths dne to con- 
sumption, almost wholly among the na- 
tives. Ot the first few days ot the pres- 
ent month, two ont of the five deaths 
were attributed by the attending physi- 
cians to tuberculosis. 
Another startling statement brought 


out by inquiry among the physicians, was 
to the effect that Honolulu is being used

Dr. V7. H. Howard—'The disease Is

Prince Cupid writes from South Africa **************************

"We left Ope Town on March SOth for 


Klmberley, and the accommodations of 
trains here are very poor Indeed, about 
as good, as on a third class American 
train. 
On arriving, at 'BJoo<l fiver, » 


o'clock, March 21st, we stopped, as the 
Boers had cut the line, and hejfe I re- 
ceived my first experience, of irArfara. 
Five hundred troopers were sent up.coun- 
try, 
following about an hour after us, 


when we found out what had happened. 
The train coming from the opposite di- 
rection had been derailed, and/we waited 
patiently until the soldier* nad arrived 
and got to work raising the-engine and 
flxtng the track. It was dusk then. We 
were getting ready to proceed "and 'the 
pickets were returning when we -Heard 
two- or three shots fired. We ' learned 
later that one of our pickets ha"d been 
swiped and shot by the Boers. Shortly 
after the bugle sounded and. the.-'saldlers 
advanced In different directions 'frflm the 
train. 
Five minutes- af terwkcd w£ heard, 


more shots and then the.«jWlera,,flred 
volleys to draw the Boer's ,ure. gft was,

We left that night for^De Aar, ar- 


riving there next morning. The 'com- 
mandant of the place told us that the 
Boers had broken the lines in front of 
us, and that two Boers were caught and 
shot. 
Here we were far 
from Cape 


Town and in a nice mess. We left soon 
after for Orange river, where we- met 
Major Mann, the officer In command, who 
told us we could go no further that>nlKht 
as the Boers were all over the country, 
and it would be dangerous to go on. We 
dined with him and his staff and after 
dinner he presented me with a gun and 
cartridge belt which he had taken from 
a Boer at the battle of Modder river. 
The English were charging the- i>oers, 
and while the major was giving a 
wounded Boer some water, the 
fellow 


tried to shoot him. but 4he major was 
too quick and killed him with a shot 
from his revolver. He took the gun. belt 
and shambox away as a souvenir and 
presented the last to the Princess, We 
had rather a Jolly night and left next 
morning for Klmberley, passing over the 
battlefields of Belmont, Gras Pan, Mod- 
der river, Magersfonteln, arriving at the 
famous city next morning. 
Here we 


wanted to see the diamond mines, but 
first we visited the strong room of the 
De Beers Co. to see the diamonds, there, 
and it was worth seeing the piles of 
precious stones, valued at $2,500,000. Mr.

We went through the mines to the depth 
of 2,400 feet and we returned. De^Beers 
presented the Princess with an uncut 
diamond of a very odd shape. The stone 
Is small but on it is seen the face of a 
man—eyes, nose, chin, forehead and even 
moustache being quite clear. 
It was 


found that way, and it. is a very Inter- 
esting curio. 
They showed us an un- 


cut diamond of 275 carats which was not 
so valuable as a small nine carat pink 
diamond. I never knew there were so 
many different kinds of diamonds. There 
aresparkllng white, ordinary white, dark 
white, white with black spots, white with 
black veins, light yellow, dark yellow, 
dark and light blue, dark and light pink, 
and coffee colored. The costliest of all 
is the dark orange, of which we saw 
a four carats one, worth $15,000.

had letters from Cecil Rhodes and that 
was why we were treated with BO much 
courtesy. 
On the 28th I left for Bulla- 


wayo with Sir Charles Metcalfe and some 
officers .or a hunting trip to the Zam- 
besi river and the Victoria falls, and we 
had some good shooting, killing some big 
game. I was out one day with Captain 
Hawks when we met a herd of buffalos. 
The captain wounded one and the infur- 
iated beast charged us, knocked the cap- 
tain down and then I fired and killed 
him with a shot through the heart. Had 
1 missed him you wouldn't have got this 
letter and my remains would have been 
meat for some African animal. I have 
had the head of the buffalo stuffed and 
will bring it home. I killed a leopard, a 
hippopotamus, and some antelopes. On 
April 27th, re returned to Kimbertey and 
I joined the forces in an expedition 
against some Boer raiders. We lost sh 
killed and two wounded, but captured 
3,000 head of cattle, 16,000 sheep and 200.
